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The Rev ulsio n Ag ainst Gas 


In a century unmatched for its Invention and emp loyment 
of hideous weap ons of mass destruction, our revulsion against 
chemical warfare ap p ears p aradoxical. 
Although international law p rohibited the use of p oisonous 
substances in war as early as the Hague Convention of 1907, 
gas was first used on a large scale by the Germans on the 
Western Front in 1915. This was chlorine. 
The Allies quickly rep lied in kind, and other typ es of gas, 
such as mustard, were develop ed. So were most of the other 
methods of killing we still use today. 
Frightening and insidious as it was. however, after the first 
shock, gas p roved to he an extremely limited weap on. It was 
often as dangerous to the attacker as to the attacked. 
It surely did not comp are to the machine gun. which rut 
down tens up on lens up on tens of thousands of men during four 
scars of stalemate along 400 miles of No Man’s Land. 
Vet it was not the machine gun. nor the equally deadly 
submarine nor any other weap on 
that was outlawed 
after 
World War I, but gas. The Geneva Protocol of 1925 extended 
this p rohibition to all “ bacteriological methods of warfare.” 
A cynic might conclude that gas was abolished not be­ 
cause it was inhuman hut because it was ineffective. The p ro­ 
tocol was a p raiseworthy gesture that inconvenienced no one. 
Still, p ublic op inion against gas was—and is—very genuine. 
Moreover, since 1925 much more p owerful gases and means 
of disseminating them, together with new forms of germ war­ 
fare. have been p erfected. 
It is this that lies behind the criticism, esp ecially that of 
our friends, of our use of nausca-eausing gas in Viet Nam— 
the fear that it may op en the modern Pandora’s box of un­ 
limited death. 
But there is no reason why this should be so. any more 
than the use of bombers in Viet Nam should inevitably lead 
to their carrying nuclear bombs. 
As one British columnist, Bernard Levin, recently p ointed 
out. what we have done is to take the first step toward waging 
a war that does not kill. 
Realistically, war is a p ractical business. Its immediate 
goal is to force your will up on your op p onent. Through the 
ages that has been done most efficiently by killing or maiming 
or starring him. 
Since we seem unable 
tn abolish war itself. If new means 
could be devised to temp orarily incap acitate an enemy instead 
nf destroy him. and if they could be made more p ractical than 
bullets and bombs and fire, would this not be a boon?

Nowadays 
almost 
everything 
you buy has a price tag stuck 
on it that you can’t get off! The 
easiest and quickest way to re­ 
move the adhesive from polished 
surfaces (pans, 
wooden 
bowls, 
etc.) is to rub it with cooking 
oil. 
Taking proper care of your’ hair 
also means taking care of brushes 
and conibs. At every shampoo 
time, they should all be cleaned. 
Combs can be immersed in hot 
sudsy water — use an old tooth­ 
brush or nail brush to give them 
a good 
scrubbing; 
then rinse 
thoroughly. Make sure teeth of 
combs you buy are smooth and 
rounded. And if even one tooth is 
missing, throw the comb away— 
it can damage your hair. 
You should have two good na- 
tural-bristle brushes. Use only hot 
soapy water to wash them (never 
ammonia, soda, bleach) — and 
don’t soak them. It’s important to 
keep water from settling where 
bristles are inserted in brush and

them.

side down, on the sudsy water. 
Rinse same wav, until final rinse 
water is clear.

—To take lint off wool and oth 
er dark fabrics, roll tape sticky 
side out around magazine or your 
hand and rub back and forth on 
garments. 
—To keep plaster from crack­ 
ing when you want to hammer a 
nail into it, put a small cross of 
tape over spot where nail is to 
go. 
Before adding fruit to batter — 
raisins, 
currants, 
blueberries— 
heat it in water over low tem­ 
perature until very hot. Prevents 
all the fruit from sinking to bot­ 
tom while baking.
